NASHVILLE,  Tenn.—  (BP)— Southern 
Baptists  gave  more  to  Southern  Conven¬ 
tion  causes  in  1950  than  ever  before, 
according  to  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  treas¬ 
urer,  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and 
executive  secretary  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  Total  gifts  came  to  $10,614,* 
719,  or  twelve  per  cent  higher  than  the 
$9,471,777  given  in  1949  and  three  and 
one-half  per  cent  higher  than  the  $10,- 
259,995  given  in  1946,  highest  previous 
year. 

Designated  gifts  amounted  to  $3,267,175 
and  were  only  four  per  cent  above  the 
1949  figure  of  $3,140,806.  But  Cooperative 
Program  (the  convention’s  undesignated 
mission  funds)  were  up  sixteen  per  cent 
to  $7,347,544  from  $6,330,971  In  1949. 

The  Cooperative  Program  fund  was 
divided:  $675,055  to  Foreign  Missions 
Advance,  $172,500  to  the  Convention’s 
operating  budget,  $4,000,000  to  current 
needs  and  $2,500,000  to  capital  needs. 

The  total  $10,614,719,  which  includes 
both  the  designated  and  Cooperative 
Program  funds  was  distributed  as  fol¬ 
lows:

You  shameless  dog.  you  liar, 
you  Jessebel,  you  phoney  faker.” 

POOR  REASONING 
From  Hawaii  we  got  the  following 
enlightening  information: 

“I  was  a  Baptist  for  many  years  until 
I  discovered  that  the  doctrines  were 
similar  to  those  of  the  Catholics.  I  grad¬ 
ually  discovered  through  the  Word.  Re¬ 
velations  17:1-6,  that  the  papacy  is  the 
“Man-of-Sin”.  I  have  found  it  necessary 
to  reject  every  doctrine  promulgated  by 
Roman  Catholicism.  I  also  noted  the 
similarity  of  the  Baptist  doctrine  with 
those  of  the  Catholics.  I  have  learned 
to  reject  all.  such  as  the  Trinity,  im¬ 
mortality  of  the  human  soul,  hell  etc  ”

“In  your  article  of  the  Baptist  Re¬ 
cord  concerning  a  new  translation,  you 
clearly  show  your  ignorance.

The  American  Bible  Society,  a 
missionary  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tion,  supported  by  gifts,  serves  as 
that  “Someone.”  It  aids  in  Bible 
translation,  publishes  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  without  note  or  comment.

Elementary  Building 
Of  First  Canton, 
Ready  For  Occupancy 

The  new  Elementary  Building  the 
First  Church,  Canton,  is  a  fine  example 
of  wise  planning,  functional  design,  and 
beauty,  to  meet  the  needs  of  children 
through  12  years  of  age  in  religious  edu¬ 
cation.  The  two-story  Georgia-Colonial 
structure  will  adequately  bouse  more 
than  300  children  in  Sunday  School, 
Training  Union,  and  other  church-related 
programs. 

From  the  bottom  of  the  59  reinforced 
concrete  pilings  to  the  needle  point  tip 
of  the  graceful  cupola,  strength,  stability 
and  beauty  characterise  the  red-brick 
building.  Two  massive  colonial  lanterns 
flank  the  stone-surrounded  front  door. 
The  spacious  corridor  with  cactus  greens 
wain sco at  leads  through  natural  finished 
red-gum  doors  into  the  first  Door  depart¬ 
ments  bousing  children  through  the  age 
of  six.  Solid  concrete  stairs  lead  to  the 
second  floor  department  for  children  7 
through  12  years  of  age.  Floors  of  the 
six  rest  rooms  are  covered  with  ceramic 
tile,  while  all  other  Doors  are  covered 
in  colorful  tones  of  asphalt  tile.  The 
steel  windows  and  door  frames  carry 
out  the  cactus  green  trim,  as  do  the 
ample  multiple-section  storage  cabinets. 
A  complete  sound  distribution  system  is 
connected  to  the  church  office,  as  Is  a 
convenient  extension  telephone. 

Forced  hot  air  from  three  separate 
heating  systems  will  circulate  filtered 
air  to  every  corner  of  every  room,  while 
three  automatic  shuttered,  ventilating 
fans,  coupled  with  the  blowers  of  the 
heating  system,  will  provide  cooling  air 
in  the  summer.  Two  electric  drinking 
fountains  will  quench  many  a  thirsty 
tongue. 

The  entire  building  is  constructed  to 
meet  the  latest  demand  in  teaching  and 
child  care  at  1U  best.  Built  into  the  walls 
of  the  nursery  suite  is  a  complete  kit¬ 
chen  unit,  with  gas  stove,  panel-drain- 
board  and  sink,  storage  cabinets  and 
electric  refrigerator — this  to  make  pos¬ 
sible  formula  preparation,  as  well  as 
care  of  food  brought  already  provided, 
including  a  nice  Windsor  rocker,  in  case 
•Id -fashioned  rocking  is  necessary. 

Furniture  throughout  the  building  is 
designed  for  the  size  of  the  children  in 
the  various  departments.  Separate  class¬ 
rooms  are  provided  for  the  seven  year 
•Ids  and  up. 

At  the  rear  of  the  assembly  room  of 
the  Junior  Department,  a  modern  fold- 
door  permits  natural  light  to  come  in 
through  one  classroom.  Four  partitions 
between  double  classrooms  are  also 


modern-fold  doors,  making  the  rooms 
small  for  Sunday  School  classes,  but 
larger  size  for  Training  Union  and  other 
uses.  When  the  doors  are  closed,  the 
assembly  room  is  darkened  for  visual 
aids  use,  although  ventilation  is  kept 
correct  through  louver  doors.  A  conduit 
running  from  the  front  to  the  back  of 
the  room  automatically  connects  the 
amplifier  to  the  permanent  wall-mounted 
speaker,  which  is  one  of  eight  outlets  ia 
the  building  connected  with  a  complete 
sound  system  in  the  church. 

Dr.  C.  M  Wells  has  served  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  building  committee,  along 
with  Mrs.  Floyd  E.  Johnson,  F.  H.  Ed¬ 
wards,  Bryon  D.  Stringer,  S.  T.  Stamps, 
G.  M.  Smith-vaniz,  W.  A.  Sims,  M.  W. 
Branigin,  and  Dr.  N.  H  Wallace.  Dr. 
John  W.  Landrum  is  the  pastor. 

Completed  and  furnished  at  a  total  cost 
of  $60,000,  the  building  will  stand  as  a 
testimony  of  the  important  place  which 
is  being  given  youth  through  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  and  is  a  final  testimony  of 
the  place  which  God  himself  bolds  in  the 
entire  scope  of  life.

In  response  to  preonlal  requests  from 
many  of  you  concerning  my  work,  I 
thank  you  for  your  abiding  interest  in 
and  your  significant  contribution  through 
prayer  to  my  work. 

During  1950  I  had  the  gracious  privi¬ 
lege  of  appointments  in  forty-three 
churches,  on  twenty-five  coUege  and  uni¬ 
versity  campuses,  on  nineteen  high 
school  campuses,  in  three  schools  of 
nursing,  and  in  two  seminaries.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  these  appointments  I  had 
the  pleasant  privilege  of  visiting  in  many 
civic  clubs  and  of  conducting  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  eight  group  conferences.  God 
was  most  gracious  in  His  glorious  and 
indispensable  help;  therefore,  the  re¬

CHAPLAIN  REPORTS 
PROGRESS  AT  PARCHMAN 

By  REV.  8.  B.  HARRINGTON, 
Chaplain 

8ince  coming  to  Parchman  as  Cftap- 
lain,  some  eleven  months  ago.  I  have 
been  asked,  wherever  I  went  in  the 
“Free  World”  (as  the  prisoners  call  the 
way  of  life  they  have  lost),  ”What  sort 
of  life  do  the  inmates  have  there?  What 
kind  of  men  are  they?  How  do  they 
react  to  prison  life?”  Fellow  ministers 
inquire  of  the  religious  life,  laymen  are 
interested  in  the  working  conditions,  and 
schoolmen  question  me  regarding  the 
educational  program  here.  But  as  Chap¬ 
lain,  I  do  not  have  opportunity  to  move 
about  the  camp  as  freely  as  any  other 
official  here,  and  I  am  able  to  get  closer 
to  the  inmates  here  than  perhaps  any¬ 
one  else. 

There  are  eighteen  separate  camps  on 
the  farm,  and  schedules  prevent  our 
holding  services  in  afternoon  or  night. 
Consequently,  it  is  necessary  to  have  an 
average  of  three  or  four  services  each 
Sunday  between  eight  o’clock  and  eleven 
in  the  morning,  the  Chaplain  or  a  visit¬ 
ing  minister  preaches.  Service  are 
much  like  those  of  churches  anywhere, 
with  piano  music,  singing  and,  quite  of¬ 
ten,  special  music  furnished  by  the  in¬ 
mates. 

In  addition  to  this  primary  duty  of 
ministry,  the  Chaplain  interviews  the 
incoming  prisoners  and  holds  private 
interviews  with  inmates  from  time  to 
time  when  there  is  some  personal  prob¬ 
lem  disturbing  them.  At  the  interview 
■with  the  incoming  prisoner,  I  have  an 
opportunity  to  help  the  man  adjust  him- 
oelf  to  his  new  surroundings.  Perhaps 
oo  greater  opportunity  is  given  to  a 
minister  to  reach  the  soul  of  a  man  and 
discover  his  spiritual  needs.  Likewise, 
there  is  great  ministerial  opportunity  in 
the  subsequent  private  interviews  that 
•rise  when  the  man  meets  difficulties. 

)  1  rejoice  to  think  that  through  God’s 

help  I  have  been  able  to  aid  many  men, 
during  the  past  eleven  months,  to  re- 
inter  grate  themselves  spiritually  and 
prepare  for  a  constructive,  worth-while 
life  upon  their  release. 

Out-Side  Aids 

Among  the  recent  visitors  to  the  farm, 
along  with  the  pastors  from  local 
churches,  have  been  representatives  of 
the  Salvation  Army,  the  Gideons,  and 
the  Moody  Bible  Institute.  Just  recently 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Indianola, 
Rev.  David  Cranford,  pastor,  contribut¬ 
ed  Sunday  School  Literature  for  the 
entire  farm,  a  much  needed  gift  which 
satisfied  our  requirements  of  three  hun¬ 
dred  quarterlies.  The  Baptist  Convention 
Board  in  its  last  session  appropriated 
money  for  religious  activities  here.  This 
will  help  in  securing  more  good  religious 
literature  and  assist  those  here  desiring 
advanced  Bible  courses.  Through  Mr. 
Carl  Everett,  Chairman  of  the  State 
Parole  Board,  and  teacher  of  the  Young 
Men’s  Bible  Class.  First  Baptist  Church, 
Indianola,  we  have  arranged  for  his 
class  to  furnish  Sunday  School  teachers 
for  the  various  classes  in  the  camps. 
Recently  plans  have  been  made  with  two 
leading  churchmen  of  Jackson,  whereby 
books  for  the  libraries  of  the  eighteen 
camps  will  be  collected  in  South  Missis¬ 
sippi.  This  effort  is  expected  to  furnish 
approximately  six  thousand  books  for 
the  different  libraries. 

Just  recently  we  secured  Instruments 
and  completed  organisation  of  an  orches¬ 
tra  and  two  schools  of  music.  We  have 
nbout  thirty  instruments  to  begin  with 
nnd  members  meet  for  three  hourv three 
times  a  week  for  practice  and  instruc¬ 
tional  sessions.  This  is  in  addition  to 
the  practice  which  the  individnal  is  able 
to  get  during  his  spare  time — Saturdays, 
Sunday,  and  nigthly  after  work  hours. 
Thus  we  hope  to  be  ready  soon  for  very 
good  programs.  These  we  expect  to 
broadcast  over  a  six  studio  hookup  in 
Mississippi.  We  will  be  enable  to  do  this 
by  means  of  a  tape  recording  machine 


promised  us  by  Dr.  E.  D.  Elliott,  pastor 
of  the  First  Church,  Greenville.

Some  Take  Correspondence  Courses 

The  results  of  the  efforts  so  far  are 
indeed  gratifying.  Within  a  few  months 
fifty  four  prisoners  had  been  baptised 
and  many  more  now  awail  baptism.  We 
have  approximately  twenty  members  en¬ 
rolled  in  correspondence  Bible  conrses 
with  the  Salvation  Army  and  many  more 
desiring  to  enroll  with  Moody  Bible  In¬ 
stitute.  The  spirit  and  cooperation  of 
the  men  is  excellent. 

As  any  minister  knows,  the  spirit  of 
the  man  can  be  ministered  to  only  with 
difficulty  if  his  bodily  needs  are  neglect¬ 
ed.  I  have,  therefore,  been  highly  pleas¬ 
ed  to  discover  that  every  possible  pre¬ 
caution  is  taken  at  Parchman  to  insure 
the  health  of  the  inmates.  Expert  medi¬ 
cal  care  is  amply  provided  at  the  prison 
hospital. _  meals  are  supervised  by  a 
trained  dietician,  and  the  work  the  men 
do  is  by  no  means  more  strenuous  or 
exhausting  than  that  of  the  average 
farmer  in  Mississippi  pastorates  which 
I  have  formerly  held.  I  can  say,  without 
fear  of  contradiction,  that  the  physical 
care  provided  for  Inmates  at  Parchman 
equals,  if  indeed  it  does  not  exceed, 
that  to  which  the  average  Mississippian 
has  access. 

The  Administration 

Some  question  has  been  raised  regard¬ 
ing  the  disciplinary  measures  used  at 
Parchman.  That,  also  is  the  concern  of 
the  man  to  whom  the  care  of  the  spirit 
of  the  inmate  has  been  entrusted,  and 
it  has  been  of  great  concern  to  me.  Su¬ 
perintendent  Marvin  Wiggins,  for  whose 
judgment  and  human  feeling  I  have 
great  respect,  is  open-minded  on  this 
subject,  and,  to  my  personal  knowledge, 
he  is  exercising  great  care  to  see  that 
the  administration  of  punishment  is  not 
abused.  He  must  be  consulted  before 
punishment  Is  administered,  the  reason 
for  the  punishment  must  be  submitted 
in  writing,  and  I,  personally,  have  wit¬ 
nessed  the  care  with  which  these  mat¬ 
ters  are  considered.  As  proof  that  pun¬ 
ishment  is  not  promiscuously  used,  there 
is  the  record  of  one  camp  which  gath¬ 
ered  Its  entire  cotton  crop  of  558  bales, 
in  addition  to  picking  at  other  places  on 
the  farm,  without  the  administration  of 
punishment  to  a  single  man. 

No  less  consideration  is  given  to  the 
Inmate’s  mind  than  to  his  body  ond 
spirit.  An  edocationa!  department,  head¬ 
ed  by  a  qualified  director,  works  in 
close  contact  with  the  state  Institutions 
of  education  to  provide  a  very  good  adult 
education  program.  Classification  test. 


Methodists  Credit 
SBC  Baptist  Papers 

BIRMINGHAM,  Ala.  _,(BP)—  The 
Methodist  think  Southern  Baptist  state 
papers  have  had  much  to  do  with  the 
tremendous  growth  of  the  denomination. 
The  editor  of  the  Alabama  Christian  Ad¬ 
vocate  points  out  the  Baptists  67  per 
cent  increase  in  membership  since  1925 
as  compared  with  his  denomination's  31 
per  cent  and  the  Baptist’s  319  per  cent 
increase  in  giving  as  compared  with  the 
Methodist’s  42  per  cent. 

He  writes:  “We  will  not  attempt  to 
give  all  the  answers,  but  we  wonder  if 
their  church  papers  hadn’t  had  ‘a  hand 
in  the  pie.’  We  do  not  know  how  their 
circulation  stacks  up  all  over  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Church,  but  in  Alabama  the 
circulation  of  the  Alabama  Baptist  is 
notable.  It  is  48.000!  That  is  nearly  three 
times  the  present  circulation  of  the 
Alabama  Christian  Advocate.  (Baptist 
Record  circulation  is  68,000.) 

“We  would  not  even  suggest  that  the 
Baptist  papers  are  wholly  responsible 
for  the  remarkable  growth  in  their  mem¬ 
bership  and  giving.  Many  things  have 
entered  into  this  growth.  But,  is  it  not 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  tremen¬ 
dous  circulation  of  the  Baptist  papers 
has  had  something  to  do  with  the  tre¬ 
mendous  growth  of  their  membership 
and  giving.’’

The  Super- 
lntendent  has  been  most  co-operative 
with  the  Chaplain’s  department.  Not 
once  has  the  Chaplain  been  denied  a 
request  which  could  be  granted  within 
the  regulations  of  the  institution. 

Dr.  Bert  Johnson,  who  was  here  some¬ 
time  ago  in  revival  services  for  the 
employees,  said  that  he  bad  never  seen 
a  group  of  officials  anywhere  who  show¬ 
ed  more  personal  Interest  in  their  work. 
With  this  co-operation,  and  with  God's 
help  we  look  forward  hopefully  to  the 
future.
